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FINANCE  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

If  the  School  Board's  budget  and  the  Selectmen's  budget  as 
presented  is  adopted  your  tax  bill  will  increase  36%.  This  means  that  if 
your  present  tax  bill  were  $2,000,  next  year  it  would  be  $2,760. 

The  above  increases  are  based  on  projecting  an  increase  of  6.5%  in 
total  evaluation  and  are  estimated  on  the  basis  of  building  permits  and 
work  in  progress  on  new  buildings  in  town  of  $2,000,000. 

The  following  table  will  show  how  assessments  and  property  taxes 
have  been  increasing  since  1980  with  percent  increases  calculated:

The  Finance  Committee  believes  the  combined  total  increase  of  36% 
is  an  unacceptably  high  increase  after  a  22%  increase  last  year. 

We  recommend  an  alternative  town  and  school  budget  which  will 
allow  increases  in  vital  areas,  but  trims  increases  which  can  be  avoided 
or  postponed  in  our  opinion.  We  believe  our  proposal  is  a  reasonable 
alternative. 
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We  propose  a  combined  budget  of  1 ,633,249  which  is  a  1 6%  increase 
in  appropriations  and  a  9%  increase  in  the  tax  rate.  If  your  tax  bill  this 
year  is  $2,000,  then  it  would  be  $2,140  next  year  if  the  Finance 
Committee's  alternative  proposals  are  accepted  by  Town  and  School 
District  Meetings.

REPORT  OF  THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

I  would  like  to  extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  residents  of  Brookline  for  the  co-operation  and  support  that 
was  given  to  me  and  the  department  during  1985 

I  would  like  to  especially  thank  my  wife  Linda  for  her  generous  care, 
support,  and  understanding. 

This  past  year,  the  department  was  able  to  expand  and  improve  the 
office  at  no  cost  to  the  town  thanks  to  the  generous  support  of  several 
townspeople.  A  second  room  was  added ,  which  doubled  the  size  of  the 
station.  Carpeting  was  put  in,  a  second  desk  added,  a  well  needed 
dictionary,  metal  shelving,  and  three  wall  lockers  were  donated.  I 
would  like  to  thank  the  following  people  who  made  all  this 
possible:  Mike  &  Kay  Terpstra,  Jim  Comeau,  Kit  Dyer,  Ron  &  Kathy 
Pelletier,  Bill  &  Annie  Quigley,  Cliff  Williams,  and  Richard  Riccitelli. 

There  are  two  major  items  pending  which  could  have  a  great  impact 
on  the  police  department  in  the  future.  The  first  is  the  loss  of  Night 
Court  sessions,  which  is  scheduled  to  go  into  effect  in  1986.  Tnis  will 
be  an  extreme  hardship  on  part-time  officers.  It  will  be  difficult  for  the 
officers  to  get  the  time  off  needed  from  their  full-time  employers.  The 
second  major  item  is  the  "Garcia"  decision  which  could  result  in  the 
department  having  to  pay  officers  while  they  are  on  "on-call"  status. 

Required  training  hours  are  steadily  increasing  each  year.  Presently 
the  required  training  consists  of  78  hours  for  certification,  16 
classroom  hours  and  8  hours  practical  work  for  radar  certification,  and 
24  hours  for  initial  PR-24  training,  all  of  which  are  required  by  the  state 
as  initial  training.  Annual  required  training  consists  of  weapon 
qualification  and  PR-24  recertification. 

In  November,  the  department  was  down  to  myself,  one  off icer,  and  a 
secretary.  The  department  advertised  for  help,  and  received  nine 
applications  for  employment.  The  applicants  competed  by  taking  a 
written  test,  physical  fitness  test,  and  presented  themselves  to  an  Oral 
Board  consisting  of  myself,  Selectman  Nancy  Brodeur,  Chief  Darling 
of  Hoi  I  is,  and  Chief  Hartley  of  Mason.  The  top  four  scores  were  then 
given  polygraph  examinations  by  the  State  Police.  I  was  extremely 
pleased  with  the  interest  shown,  and  congratulate  Dan  Topel,  Rick 
Cole,  Ralph  Edmunds  Jr.,  and  Faith  Reed  who  came  out  on  top  and 
have  been  hired  as  police  officers.  They  join  Sgt.  Bob  Ptchette  and 
Sandy  Nadreau  who  is  the  department's  secretary  and  Juvenile 
Officer. 
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In  closing,  again  thanks  to  all  who  have  supported  me  and  the 
Brookline  Police  Department.

BROOKLINE  VOLUNTEER  AMBULANCE  SERVICE,  INC. 

Ten  years  ago,  in  1976,  the  concept  of  Brookline  having  its  own 
ambulance  service  was  born.  Doris  and  Bill  Avery,  with  the  help  of  a 
handful  of  townspeople,  worked  diligently  for  a  year  until  the  "First 
Responders"  became  a  reality.  In  1977  the  town  purchased  its  first 
ambulance,  a  1976  Medi-Cruiser. 

These  past  ten  years  have  seen  large  strides  in  the  standards  of 
emergency  medical  care  requirements,  and  the  now  Brookline 
Volunteer  Ambulance  Service,  Inc.  has  kept  pace.  The  service  has 
three  "charter"  members  included  in  the  presently  active  twelve 
members,  one  member  on  leave  and  one  student  that  serves  i  the 
summer. 

Unfortunately,  the  volunteer  spirit  in  Brookline  and  surrounding 
areas  has  suffered  a  large  let-down,  and  the  service  is  dangerously  low 
in  members.  Unless  more  people  come  forward  and  are  willing  to  help 
each  other,  the  town  will  be  forced  to  seek  alternative  commercial 
services.  This  would  be  expensive,  and  certainly  not  as  personal  and 
caring.  We  all  hope  1986  -  our  10th  anniversary  -  will  see  a  resurgence 
in  volunteers  on  the  service.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Between  July  1984  and  June  1985,  we  experienced  more  forest  fires 
throughout  our  state  than  in  any  year  in  the  last  50.  Two  of  the  leading 
causes  of  the  1 ,605  fires  were  children  and  fires  kindled  without  written 
permission  of  a  Forest  Fire  Warden.  Both  causes  are  preventable,  but 
only  with  your  help. 

Please  help  our  town  and  state  forst  fire  officials  with  forest  fire 
prevention.  Contact  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  for  more  information. 

Enforcement  of  a  state  timber  harvest  regulations  is  the 
responsibility  of  State  Forestry  officials.  Our  state  has  excellent  timber 
harvest  regulations;  however,  your  assistance  is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging  operation  and  suspect  a  state  timber  harvest 
law  may  be  violated,  call  your  Forest  Fire  Warden. 

If  you  own  forest  land,  you  will  become  responsible  for  the  timber 
tax  payment  starting  April  1, 1986.  This  is  a  change  in  the  Timber  Tax 
Law  that  will  impact  all  forest  landowners.  Contact  your  Board  of 
Selectmen  for  timber  tax  forms.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  ENGINEERS 

The  Brookline  Fire  Department  records  show  a  total  of  59  calls  for 
the  year  1985.  Break  down  of  calls  are  as  follows:  11  Chimney  fires,  15 
Mutual  Aid  calls  to  neighboring  towns  to  assist  at  fire  scenes  or  to 
cover  at  their  station  as  a  standby,  3  Brush  fires  with  a  total  of 
approximately  7.5  acres  burned,  3  Structure  fires  and  1  camper  trailer 
fire.  There  were  20  other  calls  which  included  smoke  investigations, 
lightening  strikes,  oil  burners  flooded,  vehicle  accidents,  mattress  fire, 
closet  fire,  snowmobile  fire,  illegal  burns,  limbs  on  wire  and 
automatic  fire  alarm.  \ 

The  new  fire  truck  came  in  February  1985  and  the  Brookline  Fire 
Department  spent  many  hours  training  this  past  year  with  it.  It  was 
used  this  past  year  to  pump  water  at  a  number  of  fire  scenes  and  found 
to  work  very  well  for  the  purpose  it  was  designed  for.  We  find  that  it 
saves  many  man  hours  in  laying  and  picking  up  a  water  line. 

The  Automatic  Fire  Alarm  System  appropriated  in  the  1985  Fire 
Department  budget  has  been  installed  in  the  Fire  Station. 

We  would  like  to  thank  the  people  who  support  our  breakfast.  The 
proceeds  are  used  to  help  purchase  equipment  for  the  fire  station.

Report,  seconded  by  Richard  Maghakian.  The  vote  was  in  the 
affirmative  without  dissent.  The  motion  carried. 

3.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors,  and  Committees  in  relation  to 
any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

Marcia  Farwell  moved  that  this  article  be  tabled  and  taken  up  after 
Article  #8,  seconded  by  Richard  Maghakian.  The  vote  was  in  the 
affirmative  without  dissent.  The  motion  carried. 

4.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  authorize  the  School  Board  to 
make  application  for  and  accept  on  behalf  of  the  District  any  or  all 
grants  or  funds  for  educational  purposes  which  may  now  or  hereafter 
be  forthcoming  from  the  United  States  Government  or  from  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire,  or  from  any  other  source. 

Frederick  Loskamp  moved  to  authorize  the  School  Board  to  make

Allan  Fessenden  moved  that  the  meeting  be  adjourned,  seconded 
by  Frederick  Loskamp.  The  vote  was  in  the  affirmative  without  dissent. 
The  motion  carried  and  the  meeting  adjourned  at  8:55  PM.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

All  of  us  have  the  power  to  influence  young  people  through  our 
own  example.  Sometimes  in  our  search  for  solutions  to  complex 
problems,  we  often  overlook  the  obvious  -  doing  small  things  well 
consistently  over  time.  That  kind  of  behavior  on  the  part  of  adults  helps 
children  of  all  ages  to  understand  that  their  parents  and  friends  care 
for  them.  An  important  point  about  the  love  we  give  our  children  isthat 
it  should  be  an  unconditional  love  -  love  without  strings  attached.  "Get 
A's  in  school  and  I'll  love  you"  or  "Behave  and  I'll  love  you"  are 
examples  of  love  with  strings  attached.  Unconditional  love  does  not 
mean  accepting  the  behavior  or  removing  the  consequences.  The 
message  that  we  need  to  get  across  is  that  we  love  our  children  no 
matter  what  they  do,  and  that  even  if  we  do  not  like  their  behavior,  we 
still  love  them.  It's  that  simple  -  and  sometimes  it's  that  difficult. 

Our  children's  best  defense  against  drug  use  is  a  loving, 
supportive  family.  It  is  in  the  family  that  kids  can  get  the  help  they  need 
to  build  a  strong  foundation  of  self-confidence  and  well-being  for  the 
future. 

We  must  remember  that  drug  abuse  prevention  begins  in  the 
home.  Parents  and  guardians  must  educate  themselves  with  basic 
information  and  take  a  clear  stand  on  alcohol  and  drugs.  These 
suggestions  are  no  guarantee  that  we  will  not  have  problems  with  our 
children,  but  it  is  a  lot  better  than  closing  our  eyes  to  the  possibility  of 
our  children  becoming  involved  with  drugs  and  alcohol.  We  need  to 
make  our  expectations  absolutely  clear.  If  writing  them  down  will  help, 
then  do  it.  Post  them  for  all  to  see  and  acknowledge.  We  must  do 
everything  we  can  to  promote  our  children's  health  and  well-being 
from  the  earliest  years  by: 

1.  Being  concerned  and  involved,  spending  time  with  our  children 
each  day,  even  if  it  is  only  simple,  everyday  things; 

2.  Offering  love,  support,  and  acceptance  -  there  can  never  be  too 
much  of  these; 

3.  Keeping  the  lines  of  communication  open.  This  is  especially 
important  with  adolescents,  who  may  need  some  room  to  test  the 
limits  and  may  not  always  be  agreeable  or  cooperative; 
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4.  Encouraging  our  children  to  get  involved  in  positive  activities  that 
give  them  a  feeling  of  confidence  and  help  to  develop  useful  and 
enjoyable  skills.  We  do  need  to  look  for  these  positive  alternatives 
at  every  turn  and  make  sure  that  we  are  not  just  pressuring  our 
children  to  do  whatever  we  want; 

5.  Providing  as  many  other  support  systems  as  we  can  for  our 
children.  Friends,  relatives,  religious  institutions,  all  can  help 
young  people  feel  more  secure  and  self-confident; 

6.  Keeping  informed  with  reliable  information  about  the  effects  of 
drugs  and  alcohol  and  discussing  these  facts  with  our  children; 

7.  Keeping  our  sense  of  humor; 

8.  Talking  with  other  parents  whenever  we  have  the  chance.  Getting 
together  informally  and  sharing  information.  Building  a  support 
group.  It  is  useful  to  do  this  even  when  we  are  not  worried  about 
any  serious  problems.  When  we  parents  are  "together,"  children 
often  have  a  satisfying  sense  of  stability  and  consistency; 

9.  Being  observant  -  note  changes  in  our  children;  looking  for 
changes  in  behavior,  friends,  moods,  or  physical  appearance- 
these  could  be  signs  of  drug  use  (but  we  must  not  overreact).  They 
could  also  be  signs  of  normal  adolescent  development; 

10.    Doing  whatever  we  can  to  meet  our  children's  emotional  and 
psychological  needs,  especially  the  need  for  love  and  acceptance. 

In  our  communities,  the  Chemical  Abuse  Task  Force  is  at  work 
promoting  drug  and  alcohol  free  activities  for  our  youth.  To  become 
involved  or  informed  contact  any  of  our  schools  and  ask  for 
information. 

All  of  us  can  be  an  effective  force  for  prevention  in  our 
communities.  Whatever  our  roles... Together,  we  can  make  a 
difference!
